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REFLECTIONS ON SAN QUENTIN 


They Long for Status 


Thirty-five hundred men are enclosed in an institution called, San 
Quentin. Thirty-five hundred men are overwhelmingly possessed with 
one idea. “I want out!” All grimness is explained by this mute cry. 

Those segregated for their crimes are subject to observation by 
Sociology classes and similar interest groups, if intelligent purpose for 
the study is established. Learning the results of humane confinement 
are good reasons for study of prisons and inmates. 

There is another reason, however. A more vital one: citizens who 
have never warranted segregation from society need to know more about 
the plea, “I want out!” 

Superfically, it is obvious that men would want to escape. They are 
physically forced into it—with stone walls, electric fences, guards with 
machine guns. They want “out” simply because they are confined against 
their wills. 

Yet man has an amazing power to adjust to his surroundings. At 
San Quentin, there are educational, religious, gymanstis, artistic, and 
counseling facilities ( limited though they may be) which SHOULD 
make life seem not unpleasant. In spite of these, time there has only one 
virtue. It passes. 

What does confinement in a prison imply socially, that makes it so 
unbearable? | 

Perhaps many things add up to the tremendous fear and hatred 
of prison, but the main one, it seems, lies in lack of social status. Status 
begins to ebb from the individual the instant he is accused, and con- 
tinues to drain as he is confined. When he enters prison, the erring man 
is groping for recognition in a group. 

Evidently he yearns for release to strive again to find a respectable 
identity, whether in another crime admired by his own minority group, 
or in broader social approval. 

Until penitentiary confinement is looked upon in the same manner 
as hospital confinement, the pitiful need for social respect will be there, 
and the prisoner will groan to be “out.” If society were to change its 
attitude, surely the desire to be free would exist, but not in such a degree! 

“T want out. I want out, to find approval, to find that I am important 
to someone, to destroy the idea that I am useless and harmful, or to gain 
respect for those with whom I want to live.” 

This is the cry, whether voiced or not, whether or not realized by 
those who cry, that goes up from men in prison. And here is the 
grimness.—E.E.

“People hesitate to give up their 
leisure. They want to look at tele- 
vision. They want to play bridge. 
The problem is to challenge the 
apathy of the public at large.” 


The comments are those of Dr. 
Hilton E. Goss, addressing the re- 
cent 35th annual conference of the 
California Association of Adult 
Education Administrators, in San- 
ta Barbara. Dr. Goss, social sci- 
entist for TEMPO (General Elec- 
tric’s Technological Military Plan- 
ning Operation), told his audience 
that the goals of adult education 
are not being sufficiently fulfilled. 


Civic organizations and service 
clubs, he declared, could contribute 
greatly by convincing young peo- 
ple that opportunities for service 
exist in local politics, and by spon- 
soring adult education courses in 
that field. 


How about an evening class in 
“Running for City Council?’ And 
in the words of Capt. Queeg: “I 
kid you not.”

Mr. Calvin Cope, acting Dean of 
MPC’s evening division, brought 
back further reports from Santa 
Barbara which indicate that adult 
education of the future will have 
some problems to face and solve. 
He quotes Aldous Huxley, who 
made the keynote address at the 
opening session, along these lines: 

In 25 years, there will be 320,- 
000,000 people in the United States, 
85 per cent of them living in urban 
areas. There will be ten super- 
cities. (How far down the Penin- 
sula can San Francisco extend?) 

Your chances of getting a bigger 
share of the nation’s products (if 
you’re still around) won’t be too 
good, because increased production 
will have to take care of the new- 
comers in the population. Babies 
are being born twice as fast as old 
people are dying. Because of this 
overpopulation of the world, there 
is likely to be a “time of troubles” 
ahead. There will be more and 
more centralized control. Military 
dictatorships are on the rise. 

Adult education, Mr. Huxley 
points out, must help people to see 
that these are their problems and 
must help them find a solution. 

For the first time in history we 
have a large population of older 
people. How do we keep them 
healthy, keep them provided with 
money or able to earn it, and make 
them feel that they are still 
achieving something? 

As automation proceeds, we shall 
find fewer and fewer people will 
be needed in production, and more 
and more will have to go into the 
service occupations. Do - it - your - 
self activities will become a kind 
of tonic for those caught in the 
regimentation of life. People can 
be taught to make use of their 
leisure in do-it-yourself projects 


, which can be profitable financially 


as well as psychologically. 

Though physical and psychologi- 
cal energizers may be for sale in 
drug stores, something more perm- 
anent must be done for mental 
arterio-sclerosis. There will have 
to be more training of awareness 
and perception and of imagination 
among the old as well as the 
young.
